Figure  Painting  with 
John  Lanza  will  meet  Wed- 
nesday evenings  from  7:15  to 
10:15  and  will  be  an  explor- 
ation of  the  human  figure 
through  the  use  of  oil  paints. 
Both  classes  can  be  taken  'or 
college  credit  through  Mass 
Art. 

Oriental  Brush  taught  by 
Douglas  Orr  will  meet  Thurs- 
day nights  from  7:30  to  10  and 
will  be  an  introduction  to 
brush  painting  through  prac- 
tice. demonstration  and  lec- 
tures with  individual  instruc- 
tion to  allow  the  student  to 
develop  their  unique  express- 
ions. 


Photography  is  taught  by 
Linda  Wasko  through  a lec- 
ture-demonstration method 
with  students  scheduling  sep- 
arate time  in  the  darkroom  for 
developing  and  working  on 
techniques  to  develop  a finer 
print.  Beginners  meet  Mon- 
day evenings  and  Intermed- 
iate-advanced on  Tuesdays. 


Pastel  Portraits  with  Con- 
stance Flavell  Pratt  is  fully 
enrolled  for  the  morning  ses- 
sion but  an  afternoon  session 
will  be  formed  if  enrollment 
are  sufficient. Emphasis  is  on 
light  and  shade  working  from 
the  model.
